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Clainris 4 and 12-19 are pending in the application. Clainns 14-17 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the Examiner. 

Clainns 4, 12, 13, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims Rejections 35 U.S.C, 103 

Claims 4, 12, 13, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Morawsky et al. (US 5,518,717). The Examiner's rejection has been 
carefully considered. 

The Examiner was not persuaded by the arguments presented by Applicant on 
02 August 2007 because Applicant has not shown any functional difference between 
unhydrolyzed zein and hydrolyzed zein. 

In response to the Examiner's comments, Applicant provides, herewith, 
experimental evidence showing a clear functional difference between hydrolyzed and 
unhydrolyzed zein. At 0.1% and 1% concentrations, human hair treated with natural, 
unhydrolyzed zein displays both significantly reduced average combing force and 
significantly increased tensile strength in comparison to human hair treated with 
equivalent concentrations of hydrolyzed zein. 



Elections/Restrictions 

Applicant requests that claims 14-17 be rejoined with claims 4, 12, 13, 18, and 19 
in view of the unexpected results provided in the Appendix, in which the functional 
properties of natural and hydrolyzed zein are compared.
